William Jennings Bryan, “The 
Great Commoner,” ex-secretary of 
state in the United States govern- 
ment in the Wilson administration, 
was born at Salem, IIl., March 19, 
1860, a son of Silas Lillard and, 
Maria Elizabeth Jennings. He was 
educated at Illinois College and the 
Union College of Law, Chicago. He 
practised law at Jacksonville and 
Lincoln, and was a member of the 
52nd and 53rd Congresses, first 
Nebraska district. He entered the 
race for the senate in 1894 but was 
defeated. He was editor of the 
Omaha World-Herald from 1894 to 
1896. 

In 1896 he was nominated for 
president of the United States at the 
Democratic national convention, 
when he made his famous “silver”

Their posi- 
tion was supported by traditions of 
islands in the western seas supposed 
to resemble Atlantis, such as the 
Greek Isles of the Blest, or Fort- 
unate Islands, St. Brendan's Island, 
the Portugese Antilla or Isle of 
Seven Cities, and the Welsh Avalon. 
With the exception of Avalon, all 
these islands were marked in maps 
of the fourteenth and fifteenth 
centuries, 

Such myths often have a practical 
value by leading to voyages of ex- 
ploration, Just as the Portugese 
discovered the Cape of Good Hope 
through their efferts to get into 
communication with ¢he — fabled 
monatch Prester John, so Colum. 
bus's discovery of America may have 
been influenced by his having gath- 
ered the legend of Atlantis from old 
maps, books, and the stories of re- 
turned sailors. 


When mariners of the time en- 
countered the Sargasso Sea they be- 
lieved that the dense weeds grew in 
mud on the bottom of the sea, and 
that the Atlantic Ocean was there- 
fore impassable, By taking sound- 
ings, Columbus realized that the 
mud did not exist, and he therefore 
pushed on with renewed confidence. 

Plato describes how the Atlantans 
employed themselves in erecting 
temples, royal habitations, ports, 
and docks over the whole region, Of 
similar works, Hyde Clarke pointed 
out in a paper read before the Royal 
Historical Society, there are remains 
enough in America. A lengthy des- 
cription of the royal city and palace 
is given by Plato.
